Lawmakers' Dilemma 


Since it is now a foregone con 
elusion that the Eisenhower ad 
ministration 
will 
ask 
for

money for defense in next year's 
budget, 
the

On the basis of his public re 
marks, the President seems like 
ly to propose that the money he 
gained by cutting back farm aid 
veterans’ benefits and other do­ 
mestic programs. 


The 
obvious 
alternatives 
are 
lo add to the federal debt by let­ 
ting the budget slip out of bal­ 
ance, or to impose higher taxes 


The lawm akers who must face 
the voters in 1958, at least two 
of these prospects arc somewhat 
less than cheerful. 


The legislators operate on the 
theory that higher taxes arr 
a 
red flag to the Voters. And, 
as 
much as they talk of economy, 
the slashing of specific domestic 
programs is a course they seldom 
approve. 
Especially is this sn if 
they have concrete evidence that 
their own 
constituents will 
sttf 
fer. 
Letting the debt pile up further 
is admittedly an unattractive so 
lution. 
But it is probably the one 
t h a t will 
appeal to 
most law­ 
m akers next year as the least of 
the* evils from which they must 
choose.

was entirely paid for by his for* I 
mer employer. 
“ If only part of the cost of the 
worker’s 
pension 
or 
retirement ! 
pay was paid for by the employ 
er, only half the amount received 
is deducted 
from 
his 
unemploy- 
1 ment benefits. 
Half the amount of 
an old age insurance benefit under 
the Social Security Act is also de 


ducted," the Director continued. 
Maximum Payments Railed 
Weekly 
unemployment 
benefits 
now range from $10 to $45. 
Max­ 
imum payment for a person with­ 
out dependents is $30; with a de­ 
pendent spouse and no dependent 
children it is $33; for one depend 
ent child, $36, two dependent chil­ 
dren $39, three dependent children 
$*2, and with four dependent chil­ 
dren $45.
